Sometimes children younger than one year were not recorded. 
Checking other census reports after 1870 the name of David 


Felder was not found. Therefore it is possible that David 
Felder could have died between 1870 and 1880.

"August 8, 1900, Wednesday. Solomon Altman died last week and 
was 
buried in Batesburg Cemetary. He was born in the ‘Sand Dam" community 
on 
Cedar Creek and moved to Batesburg about 30 years ago." 


The Lexington SC 1850 census lists Solomon Altman, Sr., but no Solomon 
Altman Jr. This may be his son (and you may already have this data).

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The Aultman (Altman) and Some Related Families 
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To properly compile a family history is an enormous under- 
taking. It seems that edch time one question is answered several 
more pop up. What has so far been accomplished is the results 
of interest and contributions by many people. Many people have 
contributed family sheets, many others have allowed the use of in- 
formation they have gained through their own personal research. 

To all those people we wish to express our appreciation and 
apologize :if-youd6 »not:see.the results sof ‘your. personal*contrié- 
bution in this printing. Do not lose fdith.. This +#is-onl}va"pre-- 
liminary presentation. We still have your information and hope 
to be ready to publish all of it in a more permanent form by ‘the 
time of our 1983 reunion, 1984 at the latest. Without your help 
and contribution none of it would be possible. Remember, no.fact 
is too small to be of help. 

We need the help of everyone in locating more old family Bibles 
with family information in them. Also, any old photographs of the 
first three of four generations would be a great help to us. 

In order to accomplish a project of this nature it is neces- 
sary to establish a firm foundation to work from. For this reason 
we have concentrated our attention on completing the first three 
Aultman (Altman) generations in Mississippi and then try to prove, 
with documentation, where they came from, when, how and with whom. 

Most all of us are descended from Thomas Aultman, Sr.. It is 
therefore important to know all we can about Thomas. 

Thomas Aultman first appears in the U. S. Census of Covington 
County, Mississippi in 1820. This was the first federal census 
held in Mississippi, as it only became a state in 1817. From 1820 
thru 1860 Thomas appears as head of household in Covington County. 
Even though his age varies on these different census records, it 
appears that Thomas Aultman was born in 1790 or 91 in Georgia or 


South Carolina. We expect.to have this exact information plus in- 


formation on his parents and their origin by next year. 

Thomas' name was spelled Aultman when his marriage was record- 
ed in Telfair County, Georgia October 7, 1811, but most of the 
early records in Mississippi show the spelling as Altman, without 
the "u", 

Even though we do not presently know the exact date of his 
birth, we know that on August 11, 1810 Thomas Aultman married Aimy 
(Amelia of Amy) Watts. The ceremony was performed by her father, 
John A, Watts, a Minister of the Gospel and a judge. The certifi- 
cate of marriage was recorded in Telfair County, Georgia October 7, 
1811 with Duncan Curry, County Clerk of the Ordinary. A copy of 
“the certifiacte is,included in this presentation. The original is 
still on file in the courthouse at McRea, Telfair County, Georgia 
in Marriage Book A, 1810-1856, p. 1-A. 

Thomas and Amy had eight children who lived to maturity, seven 
of which married and had families in Mississippi. If they had others 
we have been unable to document them. 

Those eight children and who they married are shown in the’ 
Will and probate reocrds of the Thomas Altman estate in the Pro- 
bate Court records for 1862 in Probate Books 3 and 3-A on file at 
the Covington County Courthouse in Collins, Mississippi. They 
were: Celia, born in Georgia in 1811. Celia married Absalom Watts; 
Sarah and Catherine, twin daughters born December 25, 1813. Sarah 
married John Arthur Lott, Catherine married James T. Pickering; 

. James, born January 25, 1818 in that part of Lawrence County that 
became Covington County, Mississippi January 5, 1819. James married 
Elizabeth Herrin. (James was named executor of his father's estate 
in the Thomas Altman, Sr.will, dated December 11, 1860.); Cullen, 
born January 1, 1820 in Covington County. Cullen married Selena 
Burt; Judith (Juda), born March 22, 1824 in Covington County. Judith 
mever married. Thomas, Jr., born November 11, 1827 in Covington 
County. Thomas, Jr., had four wives, outliving each of them except 
the fourth, the widow Dorinda Edmondson "Aunt Puss" Norris. The 
others were, in order, Lucenia Burt, Prudence Ann Bennett and 
Elizabeth Graves; Elizabeth, born in 1830 in Covington County. She 


married John J. Pace,

families. At this point let us return to Georgia and look at the 
loose knit community that contained the parents, relatives and 
fellow emmigrants to Mississippi of Thomas and Amy. 

In an area of east central Georgia just prior to the 1805 
Georgia Land Lottery were the two adjacent counties of Tattnall 
and Montgomery. Tattnall and Montgomery counties had been cut 
out of the larger original counties of Liberty and Washington which 
had been established as a part of the original Headright and Bounty 
Grant lands in Georgia set aside in the late seventeen hundreds 
to be awarded to Revolutionary’ War Veterans, .théir “families arid 
other citizen patriots, , 

When the rolls were being prepared for the 1805 Georgia Land 
Lottery, a qualified resident of a county went to the courthouse 
in his count-: and registered. At the end of the allotted time for 
registration the rolls were all collected and carried to a central 
location where the drawing was held and the fortunate winners, 
after paying a small fee, were awarded title to the land: they Had-won. 

The land to be drawn for the iotteny had been surveyed out 
in lots of 202 1/2 acres except for a small portion of very poor 
land along the coastal plain. This area was surveyed off in 490 
acre lots. 

Persons entitled to draw were as follows: 

(a) Free white male bachelor, 21 or older, one year Georgia resi- 
dent and U. S. Citizen. Got one draw. 

(b) Free white male, married and/or at least one child under 21, 
one year resident of Georgia and U. 8. citizen. Got two draws. 

(c) Widow with minor child and one year resident in Georgia. Got 
two draws. 

There were more people registered than there were tracts of 
dand to be given away. For this reason they added enough blank 
pieces of paper to make the number of draws equal the number of 
names. The names were in one container and the land lot numbers 
and blanks in another container. Every time a name was drawn a 
slip from the other container was drawn and if it had a lot num- 
ber on it that was considered a "Prize" draw. If there was no 


number it was a "Blank" draw. 
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Among the residents of Tattnall County who registered for the 


1805 Lottery were the following citizens who later show up in Miss- 
issippi, the number of draws they had and the results of those 
draws. One exception is Arthur Lott who was killed by Indians in 
Alabama while on his way to Mississippi. Arthur is included be- 
_cause his daughter Elizabeth married Thomas Watts who was Amy Watts 
Aultman's brother.

John, Sr., #777, two draws, both blank.

Thomas (Amy's brother) #1543, two draws, one Prize 
and one blank. 
Reubin (Amy's brother) #1548, had one blank draw. 
(John Watts (Amy's brother?) #1002 of Hancock County, 
also had one Prize draw.) | 
Wiggins: Michael, #1525, two draws, one Prize and one blank. 
(In the adjacent county of MOntgomery were Jesse Wiggins,. 
Sr. #1330 and Jesse Wiggins, Jr. #1331. They each 
drew two blanks. Jesse Wiggins, Jr. married Barbara 
Watts, sister to Amy. 
Also in Montgomery County in 1803 Sampson Aultman was awarded 
200 acres of the Headright and Bounty Grant Land. On November ll, 
1803 one Thomas Aultman and his wife Lidia sold 200 acres in that 
part of Montgomery County that had formerly been part of Liberty 
County to Daniel Howard for four hundred and twenty five dollars. 
This 200 acres was bounded by Beaverdam Creek and the North Branch 


of the Cannouchee (Canoochee) River. 
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It is not likely that the 200 acres sold by Thomas Aultman 
and wife Lidia was the same 200 acres awarded to Sampson Aultman 
in 1803 because Thomas Aultman is shown to have paid taxes in 
Montgomery County as early as 1798. 

Even though we believe this Thomas and Lidia Aultman to be 
-the Parents of our Thomas Aultman who married Amy Watts, additional 
research will be required before this can be verified. We do not 
presently know the relationship between this Thomas and Sampson 
either. 

Amy Watts Aultman was the daughter of John A. Watts and Judith 
Rawls. John and Judith had a large family that appears to have 
come to Mississippi, intact, at the same time Thomas and Amy Ault- 
man did. 

The children of John A. #1542 and Judith Watts were as follows: 
Thomas, #1543, who married Elizabeth Lott, daughter of Arthur Lott. 
#781; Decey, who married Nathan Lott, Jr. #784; Reuben, #1548, who 
married Martha 7 ; Amelia, who married Thomas Aultman; 
Rhoda, who married Mark Raibun; John, Jr. #1002?; and Barbara, who 
married Jesse Wiggins Jr. #1331. . 

John A. Watts was a judge of some type in Georgia. He was 
also a Minister of the Gospel. It is reported that he preached 
the dedicatory sermon when Providence Baptist Church was organized 
in 1818 in the north west corner of what is now Forrest County, 
Mississippi. \ 

Even though we think Thomas Aultman came to Mississippi about 

1815, the earlist proof of his presence is shown by the fact that 
he paid taxes in Lawrence County in 1818. We also know that his 
son James was born in Mississippi January 25, 1818. 

When the special Mississippi Territorial Census of 1816 was 
taken to determine whether or not the population was large enough 
to qualify the territory for statehood, Thomas Aultman was not on 
that census. There is the possibility that, living in a remote 
area, he could have been missed by the census taker. 

Between 1785 and 1820 travellers entering or crossing the 
Creek Indian Nation between the Tombigbee River on the West and 


the Chattahoochee ‘River on the East, in what is now Alabama- and 
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"Georgia Passport," approved by the governor of Georgia before 
entering this area. 

After Andrew Jackson and his army had their final victory 
over the Creek Indians at Horseshoe Bend on the Tallapoosa River 
March 27, 1814, the danger of Indian attack was eliminated and 
few people bothered themselves about passports and moved back and 
forth across the area whenever they chose to.. 

For whatsoever reason, there is no record of a passport ever 
having been issued to Thomas Aultman or his father-in-law, John 
A. Watts. 

It is traditionally told, through oral family history, that. 
several of our families came to Mississippi from Georgia together. 
When they reached the area on Bouie River in Covington County where 
they planned to settle, they camped overnight on a high bluff 
overlooking the river. 

The following morning the men saddled their Horses and rode 
over to the Pearl River in Marion County. We know from records 
that some of the Lott clan, which was related to them, was already - 
well established in the Columbia area. The Rawls and Ford families 
were wie well established in the Columbia area and downstream 
about ten miles below Columbia on the Pearl River. 

By the time these families came into Covington County and 
settled on Bouie River in the vicinity of what became known as | 
Richmond, there were already established roads in the area. Down~ 
stream only a few miles was a small Presbyterian community with a 
church, Zion Presbyterian Church, located on the north bank of 
Bouie River. This church was supposedly -swept-away' by a.flodd. about 
1835. When the church was later rebuilt the site was moved to 
higher ground and included a school known as the Zion Seminary. 
This site in known today as the town of Seminary. 

Thomas and Amy Aultman had three children, all girls, when 
they moved to Mississippi from Georgia. The 1820 Covington County 
census shows Amy in a column headed " Free white females of six- 
teen and under twenty-six, including heads of families". If Amy 


was under twenty-six years of age she could not have been born be- 
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fore late in the year of 1795. Her first born child was a daugh- 
ter, Celia, born some time in 1811 in the state of Georgia. 

Celia married Absalom L. Watts, son of Thomas Watts who was 
a brother to Amy. This made Celia and Absalom first cousin. Mar- 
riage between first cousins waS a common practice in all families 
at that time and is still practiced to some degree today. Because 
of the possibility of eventual genetic disorders, the act of marry- 
ing first cousins was made unlawful in Mississippi about 1930, but 
I doubt the law has ever been tested in court. 

‘Absalom and Celia are shown as being married on the 1830 Cov- 
ington County census, both being under twenty years of age and 
having one infant male child. The 1840 Covington County census 
shows Absalom and Celia having four young males and two young fe- 
males in their household. . 

About the time that the war with Mexico ended in 1847 several 
related families from Covington County moved to Smith County, 
Texas. One of these families was that of Absalom and Celia Ault- 
man Watts. The 1850 Smith County, Texas census shows Absalom 
and Celia both as being thirty-nine years of age and both as having 
been born in Georgia. The other members of their household are 
shown as; Levina, 18; John, 16; Elizabeth, 12; George, 11; and 
Elbert, 21, all born in Mississippi, and Elbert's wife Permelia, 
18, born in Georgia. 

Absalom and Celia are not on the 1860 Smith County, Texas 
census. The:next. accounting of them that we have is on the eighteenth 
day of March, 1862 Celia Watts Appeared before the Clerk of the 
County Court of Brown County, Texas and signed a certificate of 
Power of Attorney designating her brother, James Aultman of Coving- 
ton County, Mississippi, to act in her interest in the settlement 
of her father's estate. Her father being Thomas Aultman, Sr. of 
Covington County, Mississippi who had died November 4, 1861. As 
of now, this is the last factual information we have on Celia and 
her family. 

The following is a general breakdown on Thomas and Amy Ault- 
man, their eight children and their grandchildren so far as we 


presently Know them:

S. C., died November 4, 1861, Covington County, Mississippi, His 
father was believed to have been a circuit riding preacher. Mar-

Married ‘August 11,1810’, in :Telfair-County, Georgia, by: John A, Watts, 
Rer’.father who was a Baptist’ Minister.
